Despite the fact that the German 
peace proposal is hailed In hostile 
capitals as the 
shrewd 
diplomatic 
move which it is. there Is no reason 
to doubt the sincerity of Germany’s 
desire to enter Into negotiations to 
end the war. 
There is now no reason why Ger­ 
many should net desire peace. 
Her 
armies are victorious, her boundaries 
are uncrossed,* her troops Uro season­ 
ed and tried. 
The German flag flies 
over Belgium, Poland, 
Montenegro, 
Roumanla and Servia. * Only Greece, 
of all the tiny kingdoms of Europe 
within range of Hie cannon Ore Is yet 
unconqucred.

British. 
On the east, the 
Russians 
have proved a stone wall Opnquest in 
either direction la impossible without 
the sacrifice of enormous amounts of 
treasure and millions of men.
